We ca n 
ho pe tha t this ma y lea d to a 
decline o f the a nti-business 
a ttitudes held by ma ny peo ­ 
ple. 
On e sen ses mo re willin gn ess 
to seek an acco mmo datio n . We 
are b egin n in g to reco gn ize that 
n eeds are shared, an d that co n ­ 
flictin g claims hav e a legiti­ 
mate b asis. Mo re imp o rtan tly , 
a sp irit o f n ego tiatio n is in the 
air. We are seein g a retu rn o f a 
sp irit which co u ld resu lt in 
greater u n derstan din g b etween 
secto rs in o u r so ciety which u p 
to n o w hav e seemed irreco n cil­ 
ab le. 
Fra nk discussio n o n a ll 
sides co ncerning the dema nd 
fo r serv ices a nd the impa ct o f 
such a dema nd o n the env i­ 
ro nment, ca n o nly lea d to a 
new lev el o f na tio na l so phisti­ 
ca tio n. Wha t this sho uld 
mea n is a n eco no my tha t is 
g ea red to meet the leg itima te 
needs o f the co mmunity , a nd 
a t the sa me time o ne tha t will 
respect o ur na tura l reso urc­ 
es—the la nd, the wa ter, the 
a tmo sphere. 
Seen at the en d o f 197 2, this 
y ear sho u ld b e characterized 
b y an in crease in the Gro ss Na­ 
tio n al Pro du ct o f almo st 10 p er 
cen t in cu rren t do llars which 
co mp ares with 197 2’s estimated 
rate o f 9.7 p er cen t. 
Altho u gh the rate o f in fla­ 
tio n has so mewhat ab ated, it 
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is p o ssib le that we co u ld see a 
so mewhat higher rate o f in ­ 
crease b y the en d o f 197 3. 
Man y u n io n wage co n tracts 
are u p fo r ren ego tiatio n an d it 
wo u ld b e n o su rp rise if Co n ­ 
gress were to accede to the 
Presiden t’s req u est fo r eco ­ 
n o mic co n tro ls to co n tin u e 
thro u gh

ev en 
tho u gh we may see so me o f 
them lifted later o n . An o ther 
eco n o mic facto r to co n sider 
in the co min g y ear is the 
Presiden t’s v o w to ho ld the 
Federal b u dget to the $250 
b illio n lev el that he has set as 
a ceilin g. 


In sp ite o f the p ro b lems o f in ­ 
flatio n , o f u p ward p ressu res o n 
wages an d o f the difficu lty o f 
main tain in g n atio n al sp en din g 
restrain ts, gro wth acro ss the 
b o ard in mo st secto rs o f the 
eco n o my can b e fo reseen , with 
the p o ssib le ex cep tio n o f ho u s­ 
in g an d in the defen se in du stry 
secto r, where so me “settlin g” 
lik ely will tak e p lace. 


The American ho u seho lder 
will do his share to help the 
eco n o my in 197 3. His risin g 
ex p ectatio n s are b ein g b u t­ 
tressed b y sev eral u p b eat 
tren ds: his in co me is risin g 
(half o f all families are n o w 
earn in g o v er $10,000); mo re 
an d mo re jo b s are av ailab le 
to him (the life in su ran ce 
b u sin ess in the p ast fiv e y ears 
alo n e has added o v er 200,000 
jo b s to the n atio n al figu res); 
an d the marriage rate re­ 
main s n ear the highest lev el 
o f the last two decades, re­ 
su ltin g in a su b stan tial in ­ 
crease in the fo rmatio n o f 
n ew ho u seho lds. 
What is sign ifican t here is 
that b etween 1971 an d 197 6, the 
n u mb er o f p erso n s aged 18 to 54 
will in crease at a su b stan tially 
greater rate than the o ther seg­ 
men ts o f the gen eral p o p u la­ 
tio n . The greatest ex p an sio n is 
tak in g p lace in the 25-to -29 an d 
the 30-to -34 age gro u p s—ab o u t

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
iden t Nix o n to day ab o lished 
man dato ry wage-p rice co n tro ls 
ex cep t fo r the fo o d an d health 
in du stries an d estab lished a 
self-admin isterin g sy stem k ey ­ 
ed to go v ern men t eco n o mic 
stan dards. 
The su rp rise mo v e—far mo re 
sweep in g than had b een ex ­ 
p ected—came as Nix o n ask ed 
Co n gress fo r a o n e y ear ex ten ­ 
sio n o f his au tho rity to co n tro l 
wages an d p rices. 
The Presiden t ab o lished the 
Pay Bo ard an d the Price Co m­ 
missio n b u t retain ed the Co st o f 
Liv in g Co u n cil to man age his 
Phase 3 eco n o mic sy stem. 
The n ew p ro gram, which im­ 
mediately rep laces the Phase 2 
sy stem estab lished in No v em­ 
b er 197 1, “is self-admin isterin g 
an d b ased o n v o lu n tary co m­ 


p lian ce,” the White Ho u se said. 
No lo n ger will large b u si­ 
n esses an d lab o r u n io n s hav e to 
get p rio r go v ern men t ap p ro v al 
fo r wage o r p rice hik es—ex cep t 
in “sp ecial p ro b lem areas” 
which Nix o n listed as fo o d 
p ro cessin g an d retailin g, an d 
the health mdu stry .

Not only that, but 8.5 tons of na­ 
tural resources—chemicals, the 
fuels consumed to produce electrici­ 
ty, etc.- would be used for each ton 
of pollutants removed. 
Another basic law, Ling points 
out, is that we cannot destroy mate­ 
rials. We can only change their 
form. 


In other words, the pollutants re­ 
moved from water as well as the 
other pollutants generated in the ef­ 
fort 
must go someplace, either into 
the air or onto the land. 


The new water law, however, has 
but one single environmental objec­ 
tive cleaning up the nation’s wa­ 
terways. It does not attempt to bal­ 
ance the individual segments of the 
environment, and does not attempt 
to balance its objective with availa­ 
ble resources. 
“ Inasmuch as we have only one 
environment and limited resourc­ 
es,“ says Ling, “ we ought to make 
certain that our cures will not end up 
being worse than the disease.”

WASHINGTON (K FS)— Tennes­ 
see Sen. William Brock’s election 
last week to head the Senate GDP 
Campaign Committee was a far 
more significant event than it might 
seem. 
It demonstrated that Senate Re­ 
publicans are still dominated by the 
conservatives, despite President 
Nixon’s efforts to move his party to 
the middle. To win the post, Brock 
put together a conservative coalition 
that handily defeated his liberal op­ 
ponent, Massachusetts Sen.

in the process gaining exposure and 
friends for himself. Barry Goldwa- 
ter used the post in that fashion in 
1962 to lay the foundation for his suc­ 
cessful bid for the 1964 GOP nomina­ 
tion. 
For months, Brock, 42, has been 
quietly planting his own Tennessee 
Mafia in strategic positions helpful 
to a Presidential candidacy. 
Brock and his 1970 Senate cam­ 
paign 
manager, 
Kenneth 
Reitz, 
worked out a strategy to appeal to 
youth for President Nixon’s 1972 re- 
election campaign. The President 
bought their plan, despite the pre­ 
vailing belief at the time that the 
youth vote would go heavily to Sen. 
George McGovern. Brock became 
chairman of this youth effort, and 
Reitz executive director. (The Pres­ 
ident actually won approximately 
half the youth vote, due in some 
measure to the efforts of Brock and 
Reitz.)

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Prospect is grim 
for any progress

WASHINGTON (N EA )— A kind 
of dismal pall hangs over this capital 
as a new Congress gets to work and 
President Nixon prepares for his 
second term. January, symbolical­ 
ly, is the month of fresh hope. Yet 
the signs of it are not visible. 
Even the renewed prospect of a 
Vietnam war settlement doesn’t 
help much. It has been anticipated 
for so long that, when it finally 
comes, we will very likely find that it 
gives us very little lift at all. 
Liberals who have argued for 
years that Vietnam stood in the way 
of virtually all home front progress 
will Ix* placed, uncomfortably in the 
bright glare. 
Over promisers without equal, 
they will be stripped of all excuse 
and asked to deliver. But deliver 
what? 
The massive health care pro­ 
gram the nation seems so badly to 
need? Sen. Edward Kennedy, a chief 
proponent of such a program, sees 
no hope for passage by Congress this 
year, though he has been actively 
trying to build pressure for it for at 
least two years. 
The rebuilding of the cities? Here 
the glibness of the liberals has really 
entrapped them. The phrase rolls 
easily off the tongues of the roman­ 
tics. But the fact is they don’t have 
the vaguest idea how to accomplish 
the task. 
Even a superficial tour of half a 
dozen of our largest cities is quickly 
sobering. Housing is deteriorating. 
Streets are pocked. Ordinary serv­ 
ices are performed erratically at 
best. The response to crime has been 
to convert many homes, apart­ 
ments, stores and other living and 
working places into minor fortresses 
under constant guard. Rebuilding 
the cities, in body and spirit, looks 
like the task of a half a century rath­ 
er than half a presidential term, as 
Sen. George McGovern appeared to 


be suggesting in his campaign. 
But if the liberals’ barrenness of 
fresh thought is near to being ex­ 
posed in early 1973, what about 
Richard Nixon? 
He may have gained crushing re- 
election by behaving in a “ presiden­ 
tial manner” in the foreign field he 
loves so much. Yet, against a rival 
who struck U.S. voters as “ presiden­ 
tial“ in no way, the President’s tri­ 
umph may have been deceptively 
easy. 


He could be reading the signals 
wrong if, as some of his friends hint, 
he imagines he can make his second 
term a duplicate of the first. 
True, he won’t be standing for 
election again, and won’t have to 
take any personal heat if he, too, 
fails to deliver on the home front. 
But we are not today in a time of 
foreign crisis such as marked Harry 
Truman’s regime and is persuading 
many to overlook Truman’s serious 
domestic failures. We have a more 
balanced mix of problems, and 
Americans unmistakably want some 
kind of real movement at home. 


Thus Mr. Nixon may risk more 
than some observers think if he does 
not apply strong influence in such 
areas as welfare and tax reform. 
Why? For one thing, historians sure­ 
ly will see that the mix is different, 
and judge Mr. Nixon across the 
board. For a second, the President 
owes allegiance to the “ system,” not 
just to his image in history. 
The time may not be right for 
broad health care, but it is clearly 
right for action on welfare and tax­ 
es. Some specialists argue that a 
president needs a second term to let 
such issues mature and then move at 
last to act upon them, Mr. Nixon now 
has that chance. Not to deliver may 
be to do grave harm to the presiden­ 
cy as an instrument for effective ac­ 
tion on today’s puzzling home front. 
As the year dawns, hope is thin. 


publican National Committee Chair­ 
man.

He is, however, a good organizer 
and attentive to the proper political 
details. For instance, he took the 
trouble on the day after the election 
to telephone or write a letter to ev­ 
ery Republican Senator who had 
run, whether they won or not. 
It may seem like a long way to 
1976, but clearly the campaign has 
already begun for William Brock.

Swiss Wall Street

ZURICH— Switzerland’s 
Wall 
Street is Zurich’s Bahnhofstrasse, 
with Geneva now competing hard. It 
is commonly said that there are 
more banks in this country than den­ 
tists. This is true; there are about 
4,200 banking outlets, one for every 
1,500 people. 
This reflects the fact that the 
Swiss have the fourth highest per- 
capita wealth in the world. The gold- 
backed Swiss franc also plays its 
part. Anyone can exchange Swiss 
francs for gold merely by asking for 
it at a bank. But the world’s money 
also tends to flow to the place where 
its owners believe it finds maximum 
security. As a result, of Switzer­ 
land’s $23 billion in bank deposits 
one-fifth is from foreigners. 
But don’t—don’t—open a num­ 
bered account here on the mistaken 
idea that the law here will protect 
you when it shouldn’t. U.S. crooks 
and tax evaders, beware! 
The reputable Swiss banks and 
the Swiss people as a whole bitterly 
resent our misconceptions about the 
secrecy provision (Bank Act, 1934) 
and defend it much as we defend the 
Fifth Amendment in our Constitu­ 
tion, knowing it is abused for pur­ 
poses not intended but that, in prin­ 
ciple, the protection is immensely 
proper. 
Banks everywhere are expected 
to protect the secrecy of depositors’ 
affairs. Usually banks failing to do 
so many be sued in civil courts. But 
few countries apply the criminal law 
to bank secrecy. This distinguishes 
Switzerland. 
Article 47 (7) of the Bank Act pro­ 
vides that any bank employe, or the 
Swiss government’s own Banking 
Commission, is liable to a $5,200 fine, 
or six months in jail, or both, if he 
knowingly betrays a bank custom­ 
er’s secrecy. It would immediately 
kill any man’s career in Swiss bank­ 
ing or Swiss business anywhere, and 
no case has ever come to a Swiss 
court. 
However, the Bank Act itself is 
merely part of this nation’s broad, 
salutary and humanitarian Liberty 
Laws, which are dedicated to pro­ 
tect the individual (the Swiss and 
foreigners alike) from the invasion 
of privacy and from harassment. 
But bank secrecy is entirely vol­ 
untary. Not one word in the Swiss 
law requires it. You yourself must 


evoke it. You must notify the bank in 
writing that, on your own responsi­ 
bility, you demand secrecy. 
Our U.S. Internal Revenue Serv­ 
ice can, and does, ask the U.S. citi­ 
zen to notify the bank to withdraw 
the secrecy and the Swiss bank will 
immediately do so. But if the U.S. 
citizen refuses, the IRS correctly 
presumes that the citizen is dealing 
in fraud and his fat is in the fire. 
Next, the Bank Act states that se­ 
crecy does not apply when the bank 
believes, as in the Clifford Irving 
case, that criminal activity may be 
involved. On such suspicion, all rep­ 
utable Swiss banks cooperate vigor - 
ourly with the Swiss police. 
There are 47 private and other 
banks that operate essentially as in­ 
vestment portfolio managers. The 
majority hesitate to take less than 
$100,000 to invest. And they ordinari­ 
ly invest roughly 40 per cent in the 
United States, 40 in Switzerland and 
20 in the other world markets com­ 
bined. 
I find that, privately, the large 
portfolio managers regard Japanese 
stocks as interesting but very high. 
They do not enthuse about stocks in 
London or West Germany and, least 
of all, in Italy. Currently, I am glad 
to report, they consider Americari 
stocks the soundest, best-priced and 
most promising. 
Right or wrong, they’re con­ 
vinced we are coming into a big bull 
market and are now buying chiefly 
in the United States. 
They think 1973 foreign net stock 
purchases in America will total $3 
billion. The all-time record was $2.1 
billion in 1968. And they forecast 
hundreds of millions more if the Ja ­ 
panese yen is revalued, unleashing 
the demand for American stocks by 
Japanese investors. They estimate 
the total U.S. and foreign demand 
for American stocks at a record $21 
billion. 
They agree that 1,500 in the Dow 
Jones industrial average sounds like 
a lot. But with this harbinger having 
finally for the first time closed above 
1,000 (1,003.16 on Nov. 14), 1,500 
would no more than a 50 per cent ad­ 
vance. And, on the 88-year Dow rec­ 
ord, they claim any big bull market 
could—as in the past—advance 50 
per cent in the Dow. 
But a word to the wise: Don’t bet 
the rent money on it.

Lu cille, an ou tdoorsy , m id­ 
dle aged woman in blu e jeans 
who spry ly walks miles along 
the ocean ev ery day , has taken 
me to the Lady bird Grov e in the 
park, dedicated a few y ears ago 
by Mrs. Johnson. In a serene 
stand of hu ge, pristine trees, 
su nlight filtering throu gh the 


forest, she points to the west, 
where the ridge drops off, and 
say s, 
‘They wou ldn’t let the 
reporters ov er there. It was 
cordoned off.” 
So we walk ov er and look 
across the v alley to Sku nk 
Cabbage Ridge, which has been 
denu ded of trees, a debris- 
strewn scar on the hillside. 
‘‘It’s heartbreaking in the 20 
y ears I’v e been in Hu mbolt 
Cou nty ,” she say s, ‘‘to see the 
redw oods 
go 
ou t 
to 
sea, 
literally . It’s the ru ining of a 
land 
that 
people 
hav e 
lost 
respect for in the last money - 
gru bbing centu ry .” 
Lu cille is officially concerned 
becau se she’s chairm an of the 
northern grou p of the local 
chapter of the Sierra Clu b. She 
has been inv ov led since 1964, 
when the pu blic was alerted by 
seeing for the first time the 
lay ing open of hillside tim ber 
from the famed Redwo o d High­ 
way . 
This 
is lu m ber cou ntry , 
among the finest in the world. 
The economy of the area is 
largely based on it. The red­ 
wood is a rem arkable lu m- 


bering produ ct, fire resistant 
and term ite-resistant! In his 
million-dollar showcase in Los 
Angeles, basketball play er Wilt 
Cham berlain u sed enou gh red­ 
wood lu m ber for 17 normal 
homes. 
Three big lu mber companies 
— G eorg ia-P acific, P acific 
L u m ber, 
and 
Sim pson— 
dominate the logging of red­ 
woods in the coastal strip ex ­ 
tending 
from 
abov e 
San 
Francisco north to the Oregon 
border. 
Simpson 
alone, 
for 
instance, cu ts 110-million board 
feet of redwood annu ally . (A 
board foot is a theoretical board 
one inch thick and 12 inches 
squ are. ) 
Bu t the redwood, despite the 
alarm 
ra ise d 
by 
ev iron- 
m entalists, is not disappearing 
like the American buffalo did. 
Geologically , it has been in 
California 40-million y ears. It is 
perhaps the fastest growing 
co nifer (co nebearing ) species 
in the world and reprodu ces 
itself by sprou ting from the 
stu m ps of cu t or fallen trees.

The schism betw een the 
lu mber 
interests 
and 
those 
concerned with the ecology of 
the area (spearheaded by the 
famed Sierra Clu b) is ov er the 
fate of the v irginal, u ntou ched 
redwood forests, 
with some 
trees as mu ch as 2,000 y ears 
old 
‘‘They can’t stand to see a 
tree 
die 
na tu ra lly ,” 
say s 
Lu cille Viney ard. “They c a n’t 
m anage a dead tree.” 
Her hu sband, Bill, is a pro­ 
fessor of botany at Hu mboldt 
State College and u sed to hav e 
class natu re trips on Bald Hill 
Road along Holter Ridge, past 
the Lady bird grov e of red ­ 
woods. No more. On both sides 
of the road, the ridge has been 
stripped of the big redwoods, 
leav ing only 
the 
ru bble 
of 
logging, and the bare patches 
ru n right u p to the edge of the 
national park. 
One hu ndred y ea rs ago, 
claim s Gordon Robinson, the 
forestry ex pert of the Sierra 
Clu b, there were 1.5 million 
acres of old growth redwoods 
and now only 150,000 acres 
rem ain, priv ately held, 
and 
they ’re being redu ced at the 
rate of 10,000 acres a y ear. 
“The redwood indu stry as we 
know it,” 
he say s, 
‘‘will 
disappear in 
10 y ears. The 
logging is the most destru ctiv e 
condu cted 
any where 
in 
the 
world. Eighty per cent of the 
su rface is destroy ed, and the 
produ ctiv e capacity of the land 
is heav ily damaged. This isn’t 
forestry bu t liqu idation.” 
An ev ironm entalist will be 
almost as sensitiv e abou t liv ing 
in a redwood hou se as he is 
abou t wearing alligator shoes. 
Howev er, stimu lated by the 
cries of conserv ation grou ps, 
7 5,000 acres of v irgin redwood 
hav e already been set aside in 
national, sta te and cou nty 
parks, protected from the chain 
saws and tractors, which lev el 
the forests. 
The lu m ber interests, a little 
gu n shy from the attack of the 
conserv ationists 
in 
the 
last 
decade, now prou dly boast of 
their forestry practices and 
claim they hav e finally reached 
a state of su stained 
y ield, 
meaning the growth rate on 
their 9 00,000 acres of priv ately 
forested land equ als the cu tting 
ra te . C onserv ationists like 
Robinson cou nter that second- 
growth redwoods are only a 
paltry imitation of the real 
thing, and that the “shoddy 
resu lts are only fit for pu lp and 
cru de lu m ber.” 
Bu t the felling of the red ­ 
woods for com m ercial pu rposes 
continu es inex orably . The hu ge 


The 
tru cks continu e to roll along the 
highway s from the forests to 
the mills, 
where the tepee 
bu rners belch the smoke of 
refu se while inside the large 
plants the most sophisticated 
saws im aginable dissect the 
raw logs and produ ce smooth 
planks. 
It all starts with someone like 
Walt Lara. 
“ I’m ju st a dirty old black 
Indian,” he say s when I ask 
how I’ll recognize him. He’s a 
Yu rok, nativ e to this north 
coastal region. He’s a chopper, 
who specializes in sawing down 
old redwoods. 
It’s a delicate job. The red­ 
wood 
is 
a 
fragile 
tree. 
A 
“lay ”—the place where the tree 
will fall—mu st be prepared or 
the tim ber will splinter. 
“ I hate to see people go ou t 
and bu tcher ’em ,” say s Walt. 
He is 37 and has some gray in 
his tem ples. “I earned ev ery 
damn one of these,” he say s. 
He started ou t in the bru sh 
peeling bark off trees, and now 
he has his own hou se trailer and 
fiv e kids and his own car. It’s 
an 
E ld orad o 
C adillac. 
“ I 
worked dam n hard for it,” he 
say s. “ It’s something y ou get 
once in a lifetim e.” 
He also has his own picku p 
tru ck to take him into the woods 
for Georgia-Pacific. 
It’s 
all 
incentiv e work. He gets paid 
$3.55 per thou sand board feet (a 
six -foot redwood which might 
contain 9 ,000 board feet and 
take an hou r to fall). 
“ I only went to the eighth 
grade,” say s Walt. “Logging is 
the only thing I can do to make 
a halfway decent liv ing. I can 
make $2,000 in a good m onth.” 
Last y ear he worked 10-and- 
a half 
m onths 
and 
m ade 
$20,000. The equ ipment costs 
him three to fou r thou sand a 
y ear. 
He is tou gh. A gang pu lled a 
gu n on him in a Eu reka bar. “ I 
went in with my chain saw ,” he 


v iew from Lady bird Grov e 
say s, "and smoked ’em ou t.” 
He won’t wear goggles or ear 
plu gs. “One time I had a fight 
and got a black ey e,” he say s, 
“and cou ldn’t see ou t of my left 
ey e, so I tried to wear goggles 
and cou ldn’t see any thing. It’s 
not that dangerou s work to u s. 
Cou ple of y ears ago I got hit in 
the back of the head by a limb 
and still got the bu mp. Bu t the 
people that get hu rt are the 
people that don’t listen.” 
Walt is not v ery sy m pathetic 
to the conserv ationists who 
bemoan the ru ining 
of the 
forests. “What the hell bu siness 
is it of theirs? We don’t bu g 
people who take coal ou t of the 
grou nd and leav e holes down 
there.” 
Bu t he has a word of criticism 
for 
the 
lu m ber 
people: 
“They ’re not replanting with 
the species of redwood they 
take ou t.” 
loggers will also criticize 
their bosses for lack of erosion 
control. Most of the dam age is 
done in winter logging, when 
the grou nd is wet. 
“They can log all they need in 
the su m m e r,” say s B ru ce 
Lu ton, “and spend the rest of 
the y ear working on forestry 
and com pany roa d s .” The 
Simpson lu mber company , for 
whom Lu ton works, has m ore 
than 800 miles of priv ate roads 
on its forest lands. 
Lu tion has spent 30 y ears in 
the woods. He is a hook tender, 
com parable to a straw boss—“ I 
see to it that the logs are 
gathered u p.” 
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an economy v s. the ecology . 
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Venier J ewelers 


Lu tion, who is 50, has been in 
the redwwood cou ntry since 
19 50, 
m ig rating 
from 
the 
lu mber camps of his nativ e 
state of Washington. He was a 
sergeant in the 10th Mou ntain 
Div ision in Italy du ring World 
War II. His face is seamed. He 
wears a knit cap and the draggy 
clothes of the woodsman. He 
likes what he does. 
“ I’m a logger,” he say s, “not 
like those sliv er pickers who 
work in the mill. I like the 
bru sh. That rattling, ru mbling 
and sawdu st fly ing in the mills, 
th at’s not for me. 
“ It ’s m ore dangerou s for u s 
to go down to the city and walk 
across the street than be here 
where the tim ber’s falling.” 
Lu tion is consciou s of the 
stru g g le 
betw een 
env iron­ 
m entalists and the lu m ber 
indu stry ov er the resou rces of 
the redwood region. He feels 
the schism is du e to lack of 
commu nication and lack of 
compromise. "Lu m bering,” he 
concedes, “has to be more 
flex ible. And there’s a y ou nger 
generation coming in th at’s 
aw are of the ecology .” 
Lu tion works in a part of the 
redwood region where, becau se 
of the steep terrain and soil 
conditions, “clear cu t” logging 
is practiced. A parcel of forest 
is stripped clear of all trees (as 
opposed to “selectiv e cu tting” 
in which the old trees are 
m arked for logging). The re­ 
su lt —a naked, scraggly hill-

side—is particu larly o ffensiv e 
to natu re lov ers. 
‘ 
“ I’m going to be 
ho nest, 
regardless of where the chips 
fall,” say s Lu tion. “ We tear the 
hell ou t of things. At the same 
time we try to resto re it. It’s 
only a m atter of a y ear o r two 
or three between a bad- and a 
good-looking place.” 
When not in the wo o ds falling 
tim ber, he works the winter in 
the 
forestry 
department 
planting trees, so he see bo th 
ends of the bu siness. 
“ In the o ld day s,” he admits, 
“it was nothing but a rape o f the 
forest. It’s not like that any 
more. The lumber peo ple, if 
they ru n ou t o f timber, they ’re 
ou t of bu siness.”

W e Treat You 


By LAWRENCE LAMB. M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb— This may 
not seem important to you, but 
it is to me. How can you get rid 
of bags under your eyes? I ’ve 
tried many things. What causes 
these? 
Dear R eader— Directly un­ 
derneath the eyelid is a small 
bag of fat As people get older, 
unless they have remained very 
thin, this bag of fat increases in 
size, leading to the 
typical 
baggy appearance that disturbs 
some people. Of course, with 
the enlargement of the bag of 
fat, the skin of the lower eyelid 
is stretched The only satisfac­ 
tory way of correcting this 
problem is by cosmetic sur­ 
gery 
An incision is made along the 
rim of the lower eyelid just at 
the base of the eyelashes. With 
a little pressure beneath the 
eyeball, the bag of fat is literal­ 
ly popped out and excised. The 
excess skin is then removed 
and the incision sutured. It usu­ 
ally requires several months to 
regain full normal movement of 
the lower eyelid, since the mus­ 
cles normally associated with 
the eyelid closure are attached 
to the skin in this region and are 
cut in the course of the opera­ 
tion 
Transitory accumulation of 
small amounts of fluid will also 
cause bags temporarily. This is 
more prominent in the morning 
and usually disappears by noon 
unless there is an associated 
medical problem.

Dear R eader— Pills are de­ 
signed to be dissolved in the di­ 
gestive tract. The coating on 
them, including vitamin prills 
and capsules, is usually there to 
save you from having to experi­ 
ence their terrible taste. While 
it isn’t true that medicines have 
to taste awful to be effective, jt 
does seem to be true that a lot of 
good medicines taste pretty 
had. including some vitamin 
preparations. Some pills are 
coated with a material to keep 
them from being dissolved in 
the stomach. This is because 
the types of chemicals in the 
pills might be destroyed by the 
acid digestive juices in the 
stomach, and it is desired that 
they l>e protected from this un­ 
til they reach the intestine 
which is more alkaline. These 
are called enteric coated pills 
or capsules. 


There are some pills that

By Oswald & Janies Jacoby 
How do you find a 4-4 major 
suit fit after a no-trump open­ 
ing’’ 
You use the Stayman conven­ 
tion There are almost as many 
forms of Stayman as there are 
expert bridge players, but they 
have this in common. The two- 
dub response to an opening no- 
trump is artificial and forcing. 
In its most common form the 
no-trumper rebids two spades 
with four or more spades; two 
hearts with four or more hearts 
and fewer than four spades, and 
two diamonds without as many 
as four cards in either major 
suit. 
Today’s hand shows the Stay­ 
man convention at work North 
wants to be in game and with­ 
out a club convention would 
simply jump to three no-trump. 
West would open the king of 
diamonds and after losing a 
spade finesse South would wind 
up down two tricks and com­ 
plaining about 
bad 
luck. 
The Stayman convention 
gives North a chance to look for 
a spade fit. He bids two clubs. 
South goes to two spades in re­ 
sponse and North takes him to 
the spade game. 
South loses the spade finesse, 
but this does not stop him from 
collecting the spade game.

N EW Y O RK (A P ) — Here is 
a dissection of the latest whole­ 
sale food price report, which 
showed increases in December 
of 5.2 per cent, a rate which, if 
maintained for a year, would 
amount to 64.2 per cent. 
While such a rate must be 
viewed as an aberration and 
unlikely to continue, it is still a 
distressing sign that the battle 
of the budget is in serious and 
growing trouble. 


First, the causes: 
^-Continued inflation at every 
level throughout the economy. 
Just as your costs are rising, so 
are they rising for the farmer 
and distributor. 
-*~Big demands for raw food 
products, both from American 
consumers and foreign nations, 
such as the Soviet Union. As 
they earn more, American con­ 
sumers are whetting their ap­ 
petites 
for

menus. 
—Bad weather, especially in 
the form of early freeze» and 
heavy rains. However, there 
has probably been less dis­ 
ruption of shipments because of 
heavy snows than in some oth­ 
er iyears. 
f Some instances of “ catch­ 


up” pricing by farmers and dis­ 
tributors who feel they have 
been cheated of their share of 
prosperity in recent years. 
Absence of controls on raw 
foods. 
Second, the meaning: 
Inflation 
is still 
far from 
being licked. So far, in fact, 
that academecians, government 
officials and businessmen are 
going to take a hard look at 
their inflation theses.

Hijack talks are dragging 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Nego­ 
tiations on an antihijacking 
agreement with Cuba are not 
making the progress originally 
expected, U.S. officials say. 
The main problem after a 
month and a half of talks in­ 
volves details on punishment of 
hijackers. 
Both 
sides 
tentatively have agreed to the 
extradition or prosecution of 
anyone hijacking an airplane or 
ship. 
But, the officials say, Cuba is 
demanding 
an 
unacceptable 
definition of hijacking and hi­ 
jackers. 
As an example, one Ameri­ 
can official said, the United 
States traditionally does not 
consider a person a hijacker if 
he takes an airplane that has 
no crew or passengers and flies 
it to another country. The man 
may be a thief, the official 
said, but that does not mean he 
should be treated with the 
same seriousness as a man who 
forcibly takes over an airliner. 
Cuba, on the other hand, 
wants to define as hijacking 
such acts as stealing a plane or 
boat to escape, with the per­ 
petrators liable for extradition 
as well as prosecution. 
According to the American 
sources, the object of the U.S. 
position is to stop terrorism, 
not necessarily to prevent per­ 
sons from escaping a political 
situation. 
The current negotiations—de­ 
scribed as sputtering rather 
than stalled—opened last No­ 
vember in the wake of two un­ 
usually serious hijacking in­ 
cidents in which American pas­ 
senger planes were command­ 
eered to Cuba.

The boat and two crewmen 
were returned to Cuba, but the 
State Department never has ex­ 
plained officially the circum­ 
stances and has not even ac­ 
knowledged the vessel was hi­ 
jacked. 
In addition, the department 
has said the three men will not 


be forcibly returned to Cuba 
and will not be prosecuted ei­ 
ther. 
This may have given the Ha­ 
vana government some reason 
for suspicion, the official ac­ 
knowledged. But he said the 
U.S. action was consistent with 
American policy in the absence 
of an agreement with Havana, 
and that the three men were 
put through standard American 
judicial process.

CHICAGO (AP) - Baseball 
owners from each of the major 
leagues gathered today to solid­ 
ify on a policy aimed at avert­ 
ing a play ers’ strike and to a r­ 
gue about rules changes which 
have become as traditional as 
sajary disputes with last y ear’s 
stars. 


Among the topics on the 
agenda for the two-day meeting 
a rt inter league play , desig­ 
nated pinch hitters and the bas­ 
ic agreement with the Major 
League Play ers’ Association. 
Commissioner Bowie Kuhn will 
moderate the session. 
The basic agreement, which 
ex pired Dec. 31, is perhaps the 
most important aspect of the 
conclave. It takes in every as­ 
pect of the play er contract ex ­ 
cept the pension agreement 
which was the crux of last 
y ear’s play er walkout. 
The agreement includes the 


controversial reserve clause, 
minimum salaries, meal mon­ 
ey , the length of the schedule, 
transportation ex penses and so 
on. 
John Gaherin, chief negotia 
tor for the 24 owners, and M ar­ 
vin Miller, representing the 
play ers, have been haggling 
over items in the basic agree 
ment since September.

“An outfielder like Hender­ 
son can make a pitcher a 20- 
game winner where he normal­ 
ly would win only 10 or 12 
games a y ear,” Tanner stated. 
Henderson will start in center - 
field while the other former Gi­ 
ant, Stone, will be given a 
chance to break into the start­ 
ing rotation. 
Switch-Hitter 
Henderson is a switch hitter 
and batted .257 in 197 2, with 18 
home runs and 51 runs batted 
in. He hit .294 in 148 games for 
the Giants in 197 0, with 88 runs 
batted in. 
Stone, 25, has a six -y ear pro 
career, and posted a 2.9 8 
eamed-run average along with 
a 6-8 record in 197 2. Leon ap­ 
peared in 81 games, mostly as a 
reserve infielder, and batted 
200. His strong point is his 
fielding. 
Jeter hit .221 for the Padres 


and hit seven home runs. He 
had an outstanding m inor 
league career in the Pittsburgh 
chain and was once considered 
one of the best prospects in the 
minors. 
Great Unity 
Stu Holcomb, general m an­ 
ager of the Sox , said, “We have 
great unity on the club and we 
work on fundamentals. We all 
know how to play baseball and 
we will get better results in

The key to the flag may be the 
return of Bill Melton and the 
decision of who will be the third 
and fourth starters.

Will Miami pass Sunday?

Washington’s Redskins fear the 
Miami passing attack because 
nobody sees it enough to know 
what it is. 
Bob Griese can throw and 
Earl Morrall can throw but nei­ 
ther throws very much. What 
they’ll do in the Super Bowl 
Sunday 
remains 
to 
be 
dis­ 
covered. 
“ They’re very sim ilar to our 
ball 
club 
offensively,” 
says 
Coach George Allen of Wash­ 
ington. “ We ljve by the run and 
they live by the run. We pass 
sparingly and they p a ss sp ar­ 
ingly. 
“ They have two good outside 
receivers who can block—War­ 
field and Twiley. The only dif­ 
ference might be that 
with 
Griese in the lineup now, they 
have the threat of the scram ble 
pass. But any time he scram ­ 
bles, he scram bles at his own 
risk.” 
When Griese suffered a bro­ 
ken ankle early in the season, 
the 
38 -year-old Morrall 
was 
pressed into service. He led the 
American Football Conference 
in passing with 8 3 completions 
in 150 attem pts for 1,360 yards 
and 11 touchdowns. 
He was also voted the divi­ 


sion’s top quarterback by The 
Associated Press. 
So when Coach Don Shula 
goes for Griese in this Super 
Bowl gam e, you can see the es­ 
timation in which the taciturn 
blond from Purdue is held. 
“ Defensively, we don’t have 
to cover 
for anyone,” says 
Washington 
linebacker 
Jack 
Pardee, the man who calls the 
defensive signals. “ If we’re go­ 
ing to blitz or cover man-to- 
man or whatever we need to 
do, we don’t need to worry 
about covering for any of our 
own players. We have balance 
enough to do that.” 
Allen says the Redskins are 
using more of the zone than 
have any of his teams in the 
past, as an assistant with Chi­ 
cago or head coach with the 
Los Angeles R am s. 
“ We do it to mix coverages 
and to take away the home run 
chance,” say s Allen who also 
does it primarily to stop rush­ 
ing plays such as Miami can 
launch 
with 
Larry 
Csonka, 
Mercury Morris or Jim Kiick. 
But if Miami should have an 
obvious passing situation, such 
as third down and 12 yards to 
go, the Redskins will have their 
nickel defense in o p eratio n - 


five defensive backs. 
While Morrall led the AFC in 
passing, keep in mind the lead­ 
ership is based on percentages 
and for him it was a fine 55.3. 
Yet while Morrall threw' 150 
passes, Darvle Lamonica of 
Oakland 
was 
throwing 
281 
times and Jim Plunkett of New 
England on 355 occasions. 
Griese cam e back to play the 
second half against Pittsburgh 
and rally Miami to the AFC 
title with a 21-17 victory. Yet he 
threw only five times and com ­ 
pleted three, for a total gain of 
70 yards. 
However, for the 1971 season, 
he was the all-star quarterback 
and how the injury affects him 
remains to be seen. 
Says Griese, “ I don’t know' 
what we’ll need to do to win. If 
we need 50 passes, we’ll throw 
50 p a sses." 
Washington 
worries 
most 
about receiver Paul Warfield in 
the passing department. Cor- 
nerback Mike B ass will have 
Warfield as his primary respon­ 
sibility which is rather like 
holding a lit bomb for a couple 
of hours. 
B ass plays on the right side 
with Pat Fischer on the left 
and Brig Owens and Rosey 


Taylor at the safeties. 
The linebackers go with de­ 
fensive captain Jack Pardee on 
the left side, Harold McLinton 
in the middle and Chris Han- 
burger, an all-pro, on the right. 


“ They’ve run about twice as 
many times as they’ve passed 
and they'll probably follow the 
sam e procedure,” expects P a r ­ 
dee. “ They might run 
in a 
passing situation or pass in a 
running situation, but they’re 
going to get the runs in. 


“ We’ll have to have a great 
over all team effort to stop 
em, because they’ve got good 
blockers. We’re going to get 
blocked 
but 
we can ’t stay 
blocked, w e’ve got to get up. 
We haven’t been a team that 
red dogs very much. We do oc­ 
casionally, but we aren’t going 
to do it 
so much as to set a 
pattern 
and 
let them know 
when we might be blitzing.” 


And for a final look at statis­ 
tics, Miami gained 2,076 yards 
passing during the regular se a ­ 
son and ranked eighth in the 
AFC. Defensively against p a ss­ 
ing, Washington held foes to 1,- 
8 62 yards through the air, third 
best defensivelv in the N FL.

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Rep orts find ing footp rints 


of Ab ominab le Snowman 


CARNIVAL 


KATMANDU, Nepal (A P) — 
An American expedition camp­ 
ed at 12,500 feet in the snow of 
a Himalayan valley discovered 
ape like footprints close to one 
of the tents, and Sherpa guides 
identified them as those of the 
Abominable Snowman. 
The 
prints, 
almost 
nine 
inches long and nearly five 
inches wide with a rounded 
heel, were found Dec. 20 by Dr. 
Howard Em ery, 34, a Los An­ 
geles physician and zoologist, 
and Ted Cronin, 27, an ornitho­ 
logist from Wilmington, Del, 
Zoologist Jeffrey A. McNeely, 
28, of Los Angeles, a Peace 
Corps 
volunteer 
based 
in 
Thailand, made three plaster 
casts of the prints and depos­ 
ited them with the American 
Embassy in Katmandu. 
McNeely said he and the oth­ 


ers followed the tracks in six 
inches of fresh snow for just 
over half a mile before they 
disappeared in a thicket. 
“ The first toe was the largest 
one, positioned somewhat lower 
on the foot than the other 
four,” he reported. He said the 
prints resembled those of a 
mountain gorilla found among 
the peaks of central Africa. 
McNeely said in a report to 
the Nepalese Foreign Ministry: 
“ They seem to be the tracks of 
a primate. However, the foot­ 
prints are considerably larger 
than those of any monkey and 
are much wider in relation to 
the length than are tracks of 
monkeys. 
“ It seems quite clear that the 
tracks belong to an animal 
which is still unknown to sci­ 
ence.” 


However, McNeely said he 
didn’t think there was anything 
new about the footprints. 
“ Many others had already 
discovered them,” he said, “ so 
it does not give any new evi­ 
dence for the 
discovery of 
Yeti,” the name given to the 
creature by the Sherpas. 
He said the team will make 
no special efforts to find the an­ 
imal. 


Yeti was introduced to the 
world as the Abominable Snow­ 
man in 1951 by British journal­ 
ist Eric Shipton. Many Sherpas 
- but no foreigners — claim to 
have seen the creature. Shipton 
and a few other foreigners have 
photographed unexplained foot­ 
prints, but McNeeley’s casts 
are the first reported taken of 
such tracks. 
Police take new look at 
handling seized drugs

The recently reported dis­ 
appearance of several hundred 
pounds of illicit narcotics from 
police storage areas in New 
York City has caused officials 
in other areas to take a fresh 
look at their own methods of 
handling confiscated drugs. 
An Associated Press survey 
of half a dozen major cities 
showed that authorities rely on 
sealed envelopes and complex 
reporting procedures to make 
sure that drugs seized by police 
do not vanish. 
The situation in Newark, N.J. 
is typical. 
A patrolman who makes a 
drug seizure brings the evi­ 
dence to his precinct post and 
fills out a form — with four 
carbons — reporting the de­ 


tails. The form goes in a spe­ 
cial mailbox at the precinct. 
The next day, a representa 
tive of the police property de­ 
partment picks up the evidence 
and examines it in the presence 
of the desk lieutenant to make 
sure it conforms to the written 
report. The desk lieutenant gets 
a carbon of the patrolman’s re- 
f>ort. 
Next the confiscated narcot 
ics are analyzed 
by police 
chemists, put in a wax-sealed 
package and stored in the po­ 
lice property room adjacent to 
headquarters. 
The drugs are held until re­ 
quested by the court for use as 
evidence The police property 
clerk 
personally 
takes 
the 
drugs to court and returns 
them 
to 
the 
storage 
room 
where they are held until a con­ 


victed defendant has served his 
sentence or until a superior 
court judge decides they are no 
longer needed. 
About twice a year drugs are 
burned in a special incinerator 
under the supervision of repre­ 
sentatives of the police proper­ 
ty department, the prosecutor’s 
office and the judge. 
“ It’s as fine a set-up as you 
can find,” said Capt. John Ga- 
varny, who is in charge of the 
property room. He estimated 
that drugs with a street value 
of $2.5 million were seized last 
year. There were no reports of 
any thefts from the storage 
places. 
Police 
in 
Detroit are in­ 
vestigating reports of possible 
drug trafficking by officers. 
One patrolman was suspended 
when a small amount of mari­ 


juana was found in his posses­ 
sion when police raided the in­ 
ventory property room at the 
city’s 10th precinct on Dec. 8. 


Narcotics 
contraband 
is 
stored at.six locations in New 
York City. Police are still in­ 
vestigating the disappearance 
of 131 pounds of cocaine and 
188 pounds of heroin — in­ 
cluding 80 pounds seized in the 
1962 “ French Connection” case. 


The 
New 
York 
reports 
prompted a thorough review of 
storage procedures in Los An­ 
geles, a spokesman there said. 
He said there was no evidence 
that any narcotics had dis­ 
appeared and described the 
city’s system for keeping con­ 
traband drugs as “ almost fool­ 
proof.”
